The IVnshvlUe and tlio Harvey Bircli 


The steamer Africa, which reached Ne 


^Yort on Sunday, brings interesting details 
of the Nashville and Harvey Birch affair 
of which we have already published a brie 
telegraphic account. 


The .Nashvillajau. the Charleston block 


'ade on the night of "the 
26th of Oclpber.— 


When she started the-weather was thicU 
abd cloudy, but j'rist.as she was crossing the 
but the weather cleared up, and the moon 
rose brightly, lighting up in full view to the 
eastward, distant about four miles, two 
sCeamera ,of the blockading squadrons-one 
the United States steam frigate Susquehan- 
nn, of twelve guns., the other a powerful 
propeller gun-boat. The Nashville, being 
unclur the land and from the moon^was nor 
seen by them. 
She then encountered strong 


northeasterly winds arid very heavy seas, 
but..made the passage to Bermuda in three 
and a half days. 


', She remained in the vicinity of Bermuda 
for several da,ys, and then sailed on a cruise. 
Nothing of interest happened until she met 
with the ship Hf:rv'ey'Birch, on the'19th of 
November. The particulars of the cap- 
tore and destruction of the latter vessel are 
thus given by the Southampton correspon- 
dent of tho London Times : 


About 8 o'clock .last Tuesday morning, 


[l!)th October) when in latitude 49° &' N., 
ongitu'de 9° 52' W., the Nashville fell iu 
with the American ship Harvey Birch, Cap- 
tain Nelson, bound from Havre to New York 
n ballast, with the American flag flying, 
^he ran alongside her, aa was stated to us, 
ripened her ports and ordered the ship to 
'leave to, the flag to he hauled down, and 
lie captain to come on board immediately. 
This was done, and Captain Nelson soon re- 
Hrned*Eo his ship with orders from the cap- 
aio.of the Nashville for all the crew to get 
heir thinga ready as soon as possible, and 
jo on board the "Nashville, as they intended 
o destroy the Harvey Birch. They were 
illowed an hour or are hour and a half for 
his purpose and got part of their things 
ut. The men from the steamer tool: most 
1' the provisions, with the ship's chronome- 
er, barometer, and some of the charts, per- 
nil.tin;j Captain Nelson to retain his own 
ihronometer, but he has lost $1,200 or $1,- 
.00 worth of personal effects, books, charts, 
:to. They then set Sre to the ship fore and 
i!t, apparently in the deck house, and the 
/e?ael was soon in flames focn stem to stern. 
''ba three masts were seen to go over the 
i'je, and the hull was still burning when 
he steamer left her. The Harvey Birch 
vas n foil rigged ship, of 1,780 tons, Amer- 
can measurement, and cost about $125,000 
n her construction. 
She had a total of 


wenty-nine souls on board, including Mr. 
ilydenbarg, (a son of her owner,) who was 
i passenger, (Japt. Nelson, two mates, two 
loatswains, cook, steward, carpenter,, and 
\venty seamen. 
The men were put in irons 


n board the steamer (with the exception 
f the captain and mate, who were treated 
/ith great politeness,) and kept as prisoners 
ntil the arrival of the vessel htire this mor- 


uing, when they were immediately landed 
n the docks and set at liberty, with all the 
lersonal effects belonging to them. It is 
rated that, before they were pnt in irons, 
he confederate oath was tendered to the 
nen, which they refused to take ; but Capt. 
^"elson tolls us that he is not aware of the 
set, although it may be correct. 
Immediately on landing, Captain Nelson 


waited npo.> (Japtain Britton, the American 
consul a't this port, who has caused the 
crew to be temporarily 
boarded at the 


Sailor s Home, and made arrangements for 
them to be forwarded home to New York 
in the Hansa steamer, which sails hence on 
Wednesday next. 
Captain 
Britton 
has 


also put himself iti communication with Mr. 
Adams, the American minister in London, 
and made that gentleman acquainted with 
all the facts of the case. 
On leaving the 


'•fashville, Captain Pegratrj told Captain 
Nelson.that he hoped they would not part, 
bad friends, for what had been done wa.s 
a simple act of retaliation on the northern 
states for invading their territories, burning 
their houses, ill treating their women, and 
stealing their negroes, and they were bound 
lo retaliate on the property of the north in 
every way they could. 


About 12 o'clock the Nashville steamed 


into dock, where, as mentioned above, shn 
now lies ; and, soon after she was ben hud, 
Capt. Parley, the admiralty superintendent 
of mail packets at this port, went on board 
and had an interview with the Captain. 


Col. Peyton, an agent of the southern 


coufedercy, and his wife, were on board tin.- 
Nashville, and left for London on the M 
o'clock Iraiu . 


The 'Captain states that the Nashville 


has put in hero to have her top-deck taken 
off, and to be fitted out as a vessel of war ; 
but how far this intention will be found tu 
square with the legal and 
international 


bearings of the case, remains to be seen,— 
The arrival of the vessel here, under the 
circumstances, and her lauding prisoners 
of war us they are called, is looked upon by 
many persons as an infraction 
of tho 


Queen's 
proclamation 
of 
neutrality.— 


Groups of politicians and commercial men 
have been actively dicussiite the knotty- 
points involved in the question, and sun- 
dry messages have passed up and down tho 
telegrabh wires during the day in relation 
to tne subject. 
It is stated she haj some 


space officers on board for ships buildintr 
or preparing in England for the confeder- 
ale navy. 


PROTEST OP CAPT. NELSON. 


Cr.pt. Nelson's account of the captnre oi' 


his ship is embraced in his published pro- 
test. In most respects it agreees with 
Pegram's statement, but asserts that the 
latter made no claim that the Nashville be- 
longed to the confederate navy. 
We quote 


the material portions of the protest. 


After arriving on board of. the steamer 


we saw that the Harvoy Birch was in flames 
and the second lieutenant returned oil 
board the steamer wiih hia boat, which was 
secured, hut the ship's quarter boats, which 
had been used in communicating, vreTe 
cast adrift. 
Capt. ppgraru now said, "Now 


as it is all over, we will give her a gun," or 
words to that effect, and a gun was dis- 
charged at her. but apparently without hit- 
ting her. The steamer was then put on 
an easterly course, the crew of the ship 
having been previously put in irons. 1, 
with my officers, was summoned to the 
captain's cabin, and there signed at the re- 
quest of the captain, a document stating 
that we would not 'take up arms against 
them while in their custody, he having said 
that I and my officers should have our lib- 
erty on board when we had signed it. 
I 


was frequently told that an oath would be 
exaeted^of us " not to take up arms against 
the confederate states'" before ][ could be 
liberated, but I was liberated without any 
such toeing token.

The steamer steamed up tbe En<?lisl 


Channel, aud arrived at Southampton a 
about 8 A. M., on the 21st inst., and cams 
to anchor in the river. Capt. Pegram then 
told me that I and my crew were at liberty 
and might go on euore, but he refused to 
pnt us on shore, and,I. therefore employee 
a,Btflam tug at my own expense, and,land- 
ed my crew in Southampton docks between 
9 and 10 A. M., and they were takenacharge 
of by,.the United States consul there, Ite- 
peatedly while on board the steamer, in 
conversations with .her. officers,! was told 
she was not fitted out as -, & vessel of war, 
th'at she was on-a special -message, to Eng- 
land, but naval officers were in command 
of her. I was .told by one of the crew that 
the 
cr.ew originally signed articles .at 


Charleston,-S.-C., to,go to Liverpool, but 
that before sailing the officers were all 
changed, and.new articles were brought on 
board, which . tho crew were compelled to 
sijgn by threats of force. I was also in- 
farmed that the crew was composed of 
English and Irish. 
The chronometer and 


barometer belonging to the Harvey Birch 
were taken by Capt. Pegram, who refuses 
10 deliver them. up. 
Tbe Harvey Birch 


was a ship six years old. of 1,482 tons reg- 
ister. 
Belore-we lost sight of ihe ship her 


ijasts had gone over the side, and she was 
biirnt to the water's edge.

impress on the government the importance 
and necessity of vindicating the honor and 
dignity of the British name aud flag. 


Mr. Johu Campbell considered there was 


reason to doubt whether the facts related 
and acted on by this meelingvwere iu reali- 
ty a breach of iuteruational law, a^d re- 
ferred to the opinions of the law:officerg ol 
tho crown, as being in some measure in-

The Nashville and the Harvey Birch. 


The steamer Africa, which reached New 


York on Sunday, brings interesting details 
of the Nashville and Harvey Birch affair, 
of which we have already published a brief 
telegraphic account. 


The Nashvilla-ran the Charleston blook- 


•ade on the night of the 26ih of October.— 
When she started the weather was thick 
and cloudy, but just as she was crossing the 
bar the weather cleared up, and the moon 
rose brightly, lighting up in full view to the 
eastward, distant about four miles, two 
steamers of the blockading squadron—one 
the United States steam tfigate Susquehan- 
na, of twelve guns,. the other a powerful 
propeller gun-boat. The Nashville, being 
uudur the land and from the moon,,was not 
seen by them. She then encountered strong 
northeasterly winds and very heavy seas, 
but. made the passage to Bermuda in three 
and a half days. 


I She remained in the vicinity of Bermuda 
for several days, and then .sailed on a cruise. 
Nothing of interest happened until she met 
with the ship Hervey"Birch, on the 19th of 
November. The particulars of the cap 
tnre and destruction of the latter vessel are 
bus given by the Southampton correspon- 
dent of the London Times : 


About 8 o'clock last Tuesday morning, 


19th 
October) when in latitude 49° 6' N., 


Ougitude 9° 52' VV., the Nashville fell in 
with the American ship Harvey Birch, Cap- 
ain Nelson, bound from Havre to New York 
n ballast, with the American flag flying. 
~jhe ran alongside her, as was stated to us, 
opened her ports and ordered the ship to 
'leave to, the flag to be hauled down, and 
he captain to come on board immediately. 
This was done, and Captain Nelson soon re- 
urnedto his ship witb orders from the cap- 
uin of the Nashville fur all the crew to get 
heir things ready as soon as possible, and 
;o on board the Nusbville, as they intended 
o destroy the Harvey Birch. They were 
tllowed an hour or an hour aud a half for 
his purpose and got part of their things 
3ut. 
The men from the steamer took most 


f the provisions, with the ship's chronome- 


ter, barometer, and some of the charts, per- 
mitting Captain Nelson to retain his own 
lihronometer, but he has lost $1,200 or §1,- 
100 wurth of personal effects, books, charts, 
Die. They then set fire to the ship fore and 
:iit, apparently in the deck house, and the 
vessel WHS soon in flames Tom stem to stern. 
Thu three masts were seen to go over the 
di<ie, and the hull was still burning when 
'..he steamer left her. The Harvey Birch 
was n. full ringed ship, at" 1,780 tons, Amer- | 
icau measurement, and cost about $125,000 
in her construction. She bad a total of 
twenty-nine souls on board, including Mr. 
iilydenburg, (n sou of her owner,) who was 
a passenger, Capt. Nelson, two mates, two 
boatswains, cook, steward, carpenter, and 
twenty seamen. The men were put in irons 
on board ihe steamer (with tbe exception 
of the captain and mate, who were treated 
with great politeness,) and kept as prisoners 
until the arrival of the vessel here this 
mor- 


uing, when they were immediately landed 
in the docks and set at liberty, with all the 
personal effects belonging to them. It is 
slated that, before they were put in irons, 
the confederate oath was tendered to the 
men, 
which they refused to take ; but Capt. 


Nelson tolls us thai he is not aware of the 
tact, although it may be correct. 


Immediately on landing, Captain NcUon 


waited upo.i Captain Briuon, tbe American 
consul at this port, who has caused the 
crew to be temporarily boarded at the 
Siilor's Home, and made arrangements for 
them To be forwarded borne to New York 
in the HansT, .steamer, which sails hence on 
Wednesday next. CapUir. Britton bus 
also put himseif in communication with Mr. 
Adams, the American minister in London, 
and made that gentleman acquainted with 
all the facts of the case. On leaving the 
Nashville, Captain Pegram told Captain 
Nelson.that he hoped they would not part 
bad friends, for what had been done wa.i 
;i simple act of retaliation on the northern 
states for invading their territories, burning 
their houses, ill treating their women and 
stealing Iheir negroes, and they were bound 
to retaliate on the property of the north in 
every way they could. 


About 12 o'clock the Nashville steamed 


into dock, whore, as mentioned above, she 
now lies ; and, soon after she was berthed, 
Capt. Parley, the admiralty superintendent, 
of mail packets at this port, went on board 
ami had an interview with the Captain. 


Col. 
Peyton, an agent of the southern 


couf'ederey, and his wile, were on board tin- 
Nashville, and lei't lor London on the '.', 
o'clock train. 


The 'Captain states that the Nashville 


has put in here to have her top-deck taken 
off, and to be fitted out as a vessel of war; 
but how far this intention will be found In 
square with the legal and international 
bearings of the case, remains to be seen.— 
The arrival of the vessel here, under the 
circumstances, and her lauding prisoner* 
of war as they are called, is looked upon by 
many persons as au infraction 
of the 


Queen's 
proclamation of 
neutrality.— 


Groups of politicians and commercial met 
1, 


have been actively dicussing the knottv 
points involved in the question, and sun- 
dry messages have passed up aud down the 
telegrabh wires during the day in relation 
to tne subject. It is stated she has some 
spare officers on board for ships buildinsr 
or preparing in England for the confeder 
ate navy. 


PROTEST OF CAPT. NELSON. 


Cnpt. Nelson's account of the capture of 


his ship is embraced in his published pro- 
test. In most respects it agreees with 
Pegram's statement, but asserts that the 
latter made no claim that the Nashville be- 
longed to the confederate navy. We quote 
the material portions of the protest. 


After arriving on board of the steamer 


we saw that the Harvey Birch was in flames 
aud the second lieutenant returned on 
board the steamer with his boat, which was 
secured, but the ship's quarter boats, which 
had been used in communicating, weTe 
cast adrift. Capt. Ppgram now said, "Non- 
as it is all over, we will give her a gun," 
cr 


words to that effect, and a gun was 
dis- 


charged at her, but apparently without hit- 
ting her. The steamer was then put on 
an easterly course, the crew of the ship 
having been, previously put in irons. 1, 
with my officers, was summoned to the 
captain's cabin, and there signed at the re- 
quest of the captain, a document stating 
that we would not take up arms against 
them while in their custody, he having said 
that I and my officers should have our lib- 
erty on board when we had signed it. I 
was frequently told that an oath would be 
exacted of us " not to take up arms against 
the confederate states1' before I could be 
liberated, but I was liberated without any 
such being taken. 


The steamer steamed up the English 


Channel, and arrived at Southampton a 
about 8 A. M., on the 21st inst., and came 
to anchor in the river. Capt. Pegram then 
told me that I and my crew were at liberty 
and might go on shore, but he refused tc 
pat U8 on shore, and I therefore employee 
a steam tug at my own expense, and land- 
ed my crew in Southampton docks between 
9 and 10 A. M., and they were taken charge 
of by. the United States consul there. Ke- 
peatedly while on board the steamer, in 
conversations with her officers, J was told 
she was not fitted out as a vessel of war, 
that she was on .a special message to Eng- 
land, but naval officers were in command 
of her. I was to»d by one of the crew that 
the crsvr originally signed articles at 
Charleston, S. C., to go to Liverpool, but 
that before sailing the officers were all 
changed, and new articles were brought on 
board, which the crew were compelled to 
sign by threats of force. I was also in- 
formed that the crew was composed of 
English and Irish. 
The chronometer and 


barometer belonging to the Harvey Birch 
wera taken by Capt. Pegram, who refuses 
to deliver them up. The Harvey Birch 
was a ship six years 6'd. of 1,482 tons reg- 
ister. Before-we lost sight of the ship her 
masts had gone over the side, and she was 
bjirnt to the water's edge.

T*l* Worshippers of Slavery Alarmed, 


" Abolition." •'•' Abolition/' The ''aboli- 


tiouists arc for this measure or against that,' 
is the burden of the cry of the semi-secession 
pueeis all over the country. 
They have for- 


gotten the rebels, who have committed 
even- crime aud outrage against the coiisli 
tutiou, the laws and the rights of man, and 
turn their exclusive attention to maligning 
those who are in favor of putting an end to 
civil war, by a vigorous use of all means 
that will aid in accomplishing that purpose. 
These people, who are nothing if they are nol 
politicians, hate the abolitionists as they cal 
all true men in favor of killing the cause 
of tbe rebellion, cow that it has given us 
ihe opportunity, just in proportion to their 
friendship to Jeff. Davis and his minions, 
and in the revival of their old party grudges 
they have not only forgotten the rebels, but 
no longer remember their country. They 
eagerly desire to re-establish their old de 
funct party organization, by which they 
hope to thrive and prosper, whether the 
country lives or dies. 


The newspapers which indulge in this 


species of warfare are precisely those which 
have been racist suspected of disloyalty to 
the country, from the beginning of the re- 
bellion, and their renewed energy for evil 
at this time, grows out of the belief that 
tiipy have found the means of dividing the 
loval people of the country, in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. and that slavery can thus be 
saved from destruction.

Without this subject, so fertile iu exciting 
passion and prejudice, they would have no 
foundatiou for a party in the future, and 
every propoistion to dispose of him forever, 
and get him out of our politics entirely, 
meets their frantic opposition. 


Should the war end slavery, or make it 


powerless, what would become of them 1 
Their nearest and dearest friend being dead, 
the orphans of a rotten old party would go 
about mourning for something wherewith 
to gain public attention, that the " loaves 
and fishes" might again be theirs. They 
shriek at the abolitionists with a note of 
despair quite pitiable, every time it is pro- 
posed to take the slaves away from their 
rebel masters. 
Though they see the negro 


used against us in every possible way that 
men can be employed in war, they are hor- 
rified at the thought of touching him.

3TentraIltjr and Frlendslilj). 


One of Jeff. Davis' pirates having over- 


taken an unarmed American vessel, makes 
prisoners of the crew, robs them of their 
property and burns the ship. 
He then 


sails with his plunder into an English port, 
where he is received, protected, and all 
attempts of the American captain to ob- 
lain his property from the robbers, by 
Knglish law, is denied. This is English 
friendship towards ns. The neutrality con- 
sists in placing insurgents upon an equality 
with the regular government—in regarding 
the American nation with its immense 
commerce and numerous ships, as of no 
more consequence, and entitled to no more 
respect, than a band of rebels, without 
commerce, and possessing no ships, except 
those they have stolen. It strikes us that 
8tieh friendship as this is like that which 
seeks a good opportunity to stab ns " under 
i\i« fifth rib," and the neutrality is so per- 
j.eudicular that ''it leans over the other 
way.'' It should be a reminder to our gov- 
ernment to dispose of the rebels without 
dciar, to make preparations for our other 
" 1'ricnds'1 who are coming.

Ma*on and Slldell case In Eng- 
land. 


As was naturally to be expected, the pub- 


lic mind was somewhat excited in England, 
upon learning of the forcible seizure of Ma- 
son'and Slidell on board the British steam- 
er Trent. We think it will turn ont, how- 
ever, that the meeting in 'Liverpool on the 
receipt of the news, was instigated by se- 
cesion emissaries, and their sympathisers, 
They would naturally take advantage of 
such an occnrrance and make the most of 
it for their own advantage. It will be seen 
that opinions were not unanimous that the 
alleged outrage was of such a nature as to 
demand immediate reparation, and the orig- 
inal resolution was considerably modified. 
John Bull will take time to consider, and 
may cool his passion by reading the history 
of his own acts, on occasions similar to that 
which transpired between the San Jacinto 
and the Trent. It will, doubtless, give us 
tbe renewal of abusive editorials in the 
Times and the torj papers generally, against 
this country, but nothing serious will grow 
out of it, unless England is determined to 
quarrel with us. 


The question of our right U> capture Ma 


son and Slidell, in the manner in which it 
was done, has already been decided by the 
English government in onr favor. It was 
given by the Queen's Law Officers in refer- 
ence to the U. S. steamer James Adper, 
which has been cruising iu British waters, 
for the purpose, as is supposed, of intercept- 
ing the confederate ministers, who, it ..was 
thought, would come out on the Nashville 
The decision referred td is as follows : 


"It was the opinion of the law officers of 


the crown that, according to the interpreta- 
tion of the law as laid down iu former de- 
cisions, the relations of Britain to the 
American belligerents are perhaps such 
that there might have been fair legal grounds 
for the American cruiser seizintj Ike mail 
steamer as a prize even in British waters, ii 
it could have been shown thai sir, knoici 
ly harbored, f/te jKrwits ami properly of ene- 
mies of the United Slates in the n/uti>r of 
the delegate-? and their ttiujmtch?*." 


It will be scarcely possible for the cap 


tain of the Trent to assume that he did not 
know that Mason and Slidell were rebel 
delegates or ministers, for it was known to 
the British consul at Havaua, and to tbe 
public generally at that place. 
As to the 


dispatches, even if none were found, it can 
not make the slightest difference whether 
they were written or verbal. That Mason 
and Slidell went to Europe as the agents ol 
the rebel government, is admitted iu Jeff. 
Davis' message to his congress, which is 
evidence enough of the character of their 
mission. 
It is nol probable, therefore, that 


the English government will lake serious 
exceptions to the act of Com. Wilkes.

the dignity of the British flag, by requiring 
prompt reparation for this outrage. 


This resolution was received-with great 


enthusiasm. This resolution was advocat- 
ed by the chairman, who considered he was 
expressing the feeling of the people, when 
he said it was the duty of the people to 
impress on the government the importance 
and necessity of vindicating the honor and 
dignity of the British name and (lag. 


Mr. Jobu Campbell considered there was 


reason to doubt whether the facts related 
and acted on by this ineelmg^ere in reali- 
ty a breach of international law, and re- 
ferred to the opinions of the law officers ol 
the crown, as being in some measure in 
clincd to show that such a step as taken 
•with respect to southern commissioners, was 
justifiable under the existing state of inter- 
national law, uud urged the propriety ol 
postponing the consideration of the subject 
til! to-morrow. ' 


Mr. Low sustained Mr. Campbell's views 


The chairman suggested tuat to meet the 
objection of Mr. Campbell, to strike out ltd 
words, ''by requiring prompt reparation for 
this outrage," and thus as amended the res 
olulion passed almost unanimously. 


Suveral merchants expressed their views

The writer states thai he bed been compli- 
menting the captain of ouc of the guus on 
tbe accuracy of his aim, when a .^nell 
bounded through our bulwarks, took his 
((he captain's) head off, and wounded six 
men.

a shell, it exploded, killing fire men and 


wounding many others. CpL Brown says 
he has Fort Barrancas at his mercy, and is 
waiting reinforcements to hold the forts, 
when he shall take them. 
Another letter 


states that one of Wilion's Zouaves was 
killed acd another wounded on the 22d.— 
About 200 guns were fired in the two days. 


At 3 o'clock P. M. on the 23d, Warring- 


ton was set on fire by our guns, and that 
place and nearly all the navy yard destroy- 
ed. The steamer Times was disabled by 
the first shot. The rebel fire slackened on 
the 2d day. Two companies of Wilson's 
Zouaves have charge of the batteries near 
the fort; two companies are assisting in 
the fort, and the remainder cf the regiment 
have work in the trenches, to repel midnight 
attacks.
